LETTER II. 


Monlpelier, Oct. SOlh, 1828. 


DEVR. SIR : In my letter of Sept. 18, 


I stated, briefly, the grounds on which 
I rested my opinion, that a power to 
impose the duties and restrictions on 
imports, with a view to encourage do- 
mestic productions, was constitution- 
ally lodged in Congress. In the obser- 
vations then made was involved the o- 
pinion, also, that the power was pro- 
perly there lodged. 
As the last opin- 


ion necessarily implies that there are 
cases in which the power may be use- 
fully exercised by Congress, the only 
body within our political system capa- 
ble of exercising it with effect, you may 
think it incumbent on me to point out 
cases of that description. 


1 will premise, that I concur in the 


opinion, that, as a general rule, indivi- 
duals ought to be deemed the best jud- 
ges of the best application of their in- 
dustry and resources. I am ready to 
admit, also, that there is no country in 
which the application may, with more 
safely, be left to ihe intelligence and en- 
terprize of individuals, than the United 
States. Finally, I shall not deny, that, 
in all doubtful cases, it becomes every 
Government to lean rather to a confi- 
dence in the judgment of individuals, 
than to interpositions controlling ihe 
free exercise of it. 


Wilh all these concessions, I think il 


can be satisfactorily shewn, that iherc 
are exceptions io the general rule, now 
expressed by the phrase "Let usaione,"' 
forming cases which call for interposi- 
tions of the competent authority, and 
•which are not inconsistent with the 
generality of the rule. 


1. The theory of "'Lc: us alone"' sup- 


poses that all nations concur in a per- 
fect fiecdom of commercial intercourse, 
Were this the case, they -would, in a 
ujmmercial view, be but one nation, as 
much as the several districts composing 
a particular nation ; and the theory 
would be as applicable to the former as 
to the latter. Bui this golden age of 
free trade h.is not }el arrived ; nor is 
there a sin.ele nation that has set the 
cxarnpl-e. No 7iaiJon can. indeed, do 
5,0, uiuil a reciprocity, at least, be ensu- 
red to it. Take for a proof, the 


r ca>e of the navigation employed in 


a foreign commerce. If a nation, ad- 
hering to 'he r'lleof never iv.erposing- 


a countervailing protection of its ves- 
sels, admits foreign vessels into its ports 
free of duty, whilst its own vessels are 
subject to a duty in foreign ports, the 
ruinous effect is so obvious, that the 
warmest advocate for the theory in 
question must shrink from u universal 
application of it. 


A nation leaving its foreign trade, in 


ail cases, to regulate itself, might soon 
find it regulated by other nations iato a 
subserviency to a foreign interest. In 
the interval between the peace of 1783 
and the establishment of the present 
Constitution of the U. States, the want 
of a general authority to regulate trade 
is known to have had ihis consequence. 
And have not the pretensions and poli- 
cy latterly exhibited by Great Britain, 
given warning of a like icsult, from a 
renunciation of all countervailing regu- 
lations on th» part of the U. States ?— 
Were she permitted, by conferring on 
certain portions of her domain the 
name of Colonies, to open from these a 
trade for hei self, to foreign countries, 
and to exclude, at the same time, a re- 
ciprocal trade to such Colonies, by fo- 
reign countries, the use to be made of 
the monopoly need not be traced. 
Its 


character will be placed in a just relief, 
by supposing that one of the Colonial 
Islands, instead of its present distance, 
happened to be in. the vicinity of Great 
Britain ; or that one of the islands in 
that vicinity, should receive the name 
and be regaided in the light of a colo- 
ny, with the peculiar privileges claim- 
ed for eoloBies. Is it not manifest, 
that, in this case, the favored island 
might be made the ssle medium of the 
commercial iutercourse with foreign 
nations, and the parent country thence 
enjoy every essential advantage, as to. 
the terms of it, which would flow from 
an unreciprocal trade from her other 
ports with •thcr nations ? 


Fortunately, the British claims, how- 


ever speciously colored or adroitly ma- 
naged, were repelled at the commence- 
ment of our commercial career as an 
Independent People, and at successive 
epochs under the existing Constitution, 
both in legislative discussions and in 
diplomatic »egotiations. The claims 
•were repelled on the solid ground, that 
the Colonial trade, as a rightful mono- 
poly, was limited to the intercourse be- 
tween the parent country and its colo- 
nies, and between one colony and ano- 
ther ; the whole being, strictly, in the 
nature of a coasting trade from one to 
another port of the same nation ; a 
trade with which no other nation has a 
right to interfere. 
It follows, of neces- 


sity, that the parent country, whenever 
it opens a colonial port for a direct 
trade to a foreign country, departs, It- 
self, from the principle of colonial mo- 
nopoly, and entitles the foreign coun- 
try to the same reciprocity, in every 
respect, as in its intercourse with any- 
other ports of the nation. 


This is common sense and common 


right. It is still more, If more could 
be required. 
It is in conformity with 


the established usage of all nations, o- 
ther than Great-Britain, which have 
colonies. 
Some of those nations are 


known to adhere to the monopoly of 
their colonial trade, with all the rigor 
and constancy which circumstances 
permit. But it Is also known, that 
whenever, and from whatever cause it 
has been found necessary or expedient 
to open their colonial ports to a foreign 
trade, the rule of reciprocity in favor 
of the foreign party was not refused, 
nor, as Is believed, a right to refuse it 
pretended. 
i 


It cannot be said that the reciprocity 1 


was dictated by a deficiency of the - 
commercial marine. France, at least, 
could not be. in every instance, gov- 
erned by that consideration—and Hol- 
land, still less; to say ijothing of the 
navigating States of Sweden and Dei3- 
mark,-which have rarely, if ever, en- 
forced a coloniul monopoly. The re- 
mark is, indeed- ob^ i<ms, that the ship- 
ping liberated from ihe usual convey- 
ance of supplies from the parent coun- 
try to the colonies, might be employed 
in the sicv, channels opened for them, 
in supplies from abroad, 
j 


Reciprocity, or an equivalent for it, ] 


is the oniy r«k of intercourse among

independeM communities; and no na 
tion ought to admit a doctrine, or adopt 
an invariable policy, which would pre- 
clude the counteract! iig measures ne- 
cessary to enforce the rule. 


2. The Theory supposes, moreover, 


a perpetual peace, a supposition, it is to

bor, and the cost of its products ; with 
a like effect on the charges of freight 
and insurance, net-d neither proof nor 
explanation. In order to determine, 
therefore, a question of economy, be- 
tween depending on foreign supplies 
and encouraging domestic substitutes, 
it is necessary to com pure the proba- 
ble periods of war with the probable pe- 
riods ofpeace; and the cost of the do- 
mestic encouragement in time ofpeace, 
with the cost added to foreign articles 
in time of-war. 


During the last century, the periods 


of war and peace have been nearly e- 
qual. 
The effect of a state of war in 


raising the price of imported articles, 
cannot be estimated with exactness. 
It is certain, however, that the increas- 
ed price of particular articles rm'y 
make it cheaper to manufacture them 
at home. 


Taking, for the sake of ilhibtration, 


an equality in the two periods, and the 
cost of an imported yrtrd of cloth in 
time of war to be nine & a half dollars, 
and in peace to be seven dollars, whilst 
the same could st all times be manufac- 
tured at home forcight dollars, it is ev- 
ident that a tariff of one dollar and a 
quarter on the imparted yard would 
protect the home manufacture in time 
of peace, and avoid a tax of one dollar 
and a half imposed by a state of war. 


It cannot be said that the manufac- 


tories which could not support them- 
selves against foreign competition in 
periods of peace, would spring up. of 
themselves at the recurrence of war 
prices. It must be obvious to every 
one, that, apart from the difficulty of 
great and sudden changes of employ- 
ment, no prudent capitalist would en- 
gage in expensive establishments of a- 
ny sort, at the commencement of a war 
oi uncertain duration, with a certaintv 
of having them crushed by the return 
ofpeace. 


The strictest economy therefore sug- 


gests, as exceptions to the general rule, 
an estimate, in every given case, of war 
and peace periods arid prices, with in- 
ferences therefrom, of the amount of a 
Uriff which might be afforded dining 
peace, in order to avoid the tax result" 
ing from war. 
And il will occur at 


once, that the 
inferences will be 


strengthened by adding, to the supposi- 
tion of wars wholly foreign, that of 
wars In which our own country might 
be a party. 


3. It is an opinion in which all must 


agree, that no nation^ought to be un- 
necessarily dependent on others for the 
munitions of public defence, or the ma- 
terials essential to a naval force, where 
the nation has a maritime frontier or a 
foreign commerce to protect. 
To this 


class of exceptions to the theory may 
be added the instruments of agricul- 
ture, and of the mechanic arts which 
supply the other primary wants of the 
community. The time has been, when 
many of these were derived from a for- 
eign source, and some of them might 
relapse into that dependence, were 
the encouragement to the fabrication 
of them at home withdrawn. But, as 
all foreign sources must be liable to 
interruptions too inconvenient to be 
hazarded, a provident policy would fa- 
vor an internal and Independent source, 
as a reasonable exception to the gene- 
ral rule of consulting cheapness alone. 


4. There arc cases where a nation 


may be so far advanced I« the prerequi- 
sites for a particular branch of manufac- 
tures, that this, if once brought into 
existence, would support itself; and 
yet. unless aided in its nascent and in- 
fant slritc, by public encouragement 
and a confidence in public protection, : 
might remain, if riot altogether, for a j 
long lime unancmplcd, or aUcniplcd ! 
without success. 
Is not our cotton j 


manufacture a fair example ? Howev- 
er favored by an advantageous com- 
mand of the raw material, and a UM- 
chinery -which dispenses in so cs'.rj- 
ordinary a proportion v. 5th ujdiiujl la- 
bor, it is quite probable that without 
ihe impulse given by a v.ar cutting;

in general a weighty one. Bu'tit loses 
thai character in proportion to the ef- 
fect of the encouragement of skilful la- 
borers from abroad. 
Something of 


this sort has already taken place among 
ourselves, and much more of it is in 
prospect; and, as far as it has taken or 
may take place, it forms an exception 
to the general policy in question. 


The history of manufactures in G. 


Britain, the greatest manufacturing na-' 
tion in the world, informs us that the 
woollen branch, till of late her greatest 
branch, owed both its, original and sub- 
sequent growths to persecuted exiles 
from the Netherlands; and that her 
silk manufactures, tiow a 
flourishing 


favorite branch, were not less indebted 
to emigrants living- from the persecu- 
ting edicts of France. — [Anderson's 
History of Commerce/] 


It appears, indeed, from the general 


history of manufacturing industry, that 
the prompt and successful introduc- 
tion ofit'into new situations, -has been 
the result of emigrations from coun- 
tries in which manufactures had gradu- 
ally grown up to a prosperous state, as 
into Italy on the fall of the Greek em- 
pire ; from Italy into Spain and Flan-~ 
ers, on the loss of liberty in Florence 
and other, cities; and from Flanders 
and France, into England as above no- 
ticed. — [Franklin's Canada pamphlet.] 


In the, selection of cases here macle,-as 


exceptions to the "let alone" Theory, 
none have been included which -were 
deemed conu-overtible. And i/T-have 
viewed tlivm, or a part of then/only, in 
their true light, they show, what was 
to be shown, that the power granted to 
Congress to encourage domestic pro- 
ducts by regulations of foreign trade, 
was properly granted, inasmuch -asVne 
power is, in effect, confined to that bo- 
dy, and ID ay, when exercised with a 
sound legislative discretion, provide 
the better for the safety and prosperity 
of the Nation.

State legiflature.—Thc two houses 


stood adjourned until Friday last, the 3d 
of January ; when at the usual hour of 
meeting, the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives called to order, 48 
members being present, which is not 
a quorum, there was an adjournment 
over until Saturday. In the Senate, al- 
so, when the Speaker called to order, 
14 Senators only were present, which 
being less than a quorum, an adjourn- 
ment until Saturday took place.

Theological Seminary of the Reformed 


Church.—We observe, by a publication 
in the last York Recorder, that/or/z/ 
persons have obligated themselves to 
pay One Hundred Dollars each, for the 
endowment of a Professor in the above 
Institution, which is at present located 
in Carlisle—provided sixty more per- 
sons will do the same before the 1st of 
April next. 


Twenty-three petitions from different 


parts of the Eastern and Middle States, 
against the transportation of the Mail, 
and the opening of the Post-Offices, on 
the Sabbath-day, were presented to the 
House of Representatives of the United 
States, on the Sth'inst. There appears 
to be an unusual feeling upon this sub- 
ject throughout the country, which 
may probably, and we hope will, elicit 
from Congress some regulations of the 
Post-Office Department, by which all 
transportation of the Mail, &c. upon 
the Sabbath, which can possibly be dis- 
pensed with, may be prohibited. 


Six houses were destroyed by fire in 


the City of New-York, on the night of 
the 3d inst. and 2 or 3 others injured. 


This is a season, at which greater 


danger is to be apprehended, than at 
any other—the severity of the weather 
rendering large fires indispensable.— 
And as, in this town, our Fire Compa- 
nies have "died a natural death," and 
our Engines are in rather an unhealthy 
state, too much caution cannot be used 
to prevent the out-breaking of that de- 
structive element.

UNPATENTED LANDS. 


House of Representatives—Jan. 5. 


"An act relative to the Patenting of 


Lands," was considered in committee 
of the whole—Mr. Foulkrod in the 
chair. 


Mr. Kerr moved that the committee 


rise : the bill was a very important one 
affecting the revenue of the State, and 
the chairman of the committee who re- 
ported it, was not in his seat. 


Mr. M'Sherry said, it was very true 


that the chairman was absent, but the 
other members of the committee were 
here ready to answer any objections 
that might be urged against the bill. 


Mr. Champneys said, more of the ci- 


tizens of this Commonwealth were 
deeply concerned in the bill before the 
committee, than in any other case 
which had become before the House 
during the session. The bill has been 
long on the files of the house. 
The 


members are acquainted with the sub- 
ject, and well prepared to act on it. An 
oppressiv^law had been passed by a 
former legislature, and the people were 
striving to be heard in their own de- 
fence. /The state of Pennsylvania, one 
of the parties to a bargain, had passed 
a law setting aside the original contract 
and dictating new terms t* the people, 
the other party to the contract, and 
were, on the strength of this law, about 
commencing suits against the holders 
of unpatented lands, which, if carried 
into effect, would ruin thousands of fa- 
milies, b> driving them from their 
property. 
Such a procedure has not a 


parallel in the statute laws of the U. 
States. 
Congress never enforced such 


a measure, nor did he believe the peo- 
ple would submit to it. The state was 
interested in keeping the present hold- 
ers on those lands—they were willing 
to pay simple interest for the money 
they owed, and this would bring more 
money into the State Treasury, than 
could be forced in it by attempting to 
exact compound interest. Much of the 
land is poor, and would not pay the 
cost of sale. Why then drive the in- 
habitants into expensive law-suits, fin 
which the State must bear a heavy part) 
and eventually drive them from, the 
State entirely? It was not perhaps 
now the proper rime to discuss the sub- 
ject, as the question before the com- 
mittee is a postponement, but he was 
prepared to do so—the matter had been 
before the house repeatedly—he did 
not think it necessary to postpone.— 
The question is, shall the original con- 
tract go into effect, or shall the dicta- 
tion of one of the contracting parties be 
a law. 
He hoped the house w ould uro- 


ceed with the consideration. 


Mr. Kerr said, he agreed with the 


gentleman from Lanc'r, (Mr. Champ- 
neys) that the bill would affect the re- 
venue of the State; but he contended 
that it would take thousands of dollars 
out of the Treasury, or rather prevent 
its coming into it. It was truly a bill 
of great interest to the people, and the 
State—more than fifty new members 
were n«w in the house, and they ought 
:o have time to examine the subject 
before they are called on to vote. Post- 
pone the further consideration until a 
rertain day ; the members will then 
nave an opportunity to turn their at- 
tention to the matter. 


Mr. Evans said the time had not ar- 


rived to discuss the subject. He was 
not prepared to say how he would vote i 
on the question. He hoped the com- i 
mittec would rise. The house was not 
ull—twenty-five members were absent 
—several of them performing duties 
assigned lo them by the house. 
He 


loped ihe bill would be postponed un- 
til ihey were present. 


Mr. Shannon hoped the committee 
>u3d rise—many facts were connect- 


ed with the subject, which -were not 
properly understood. 
He did not 


think the compound interest, as gentle- 
men were pleased to term it, ought to 
be struck off. He did not know why 
the people in one part of the State 
should have sever, years to pay for their 
lands, and the people in another part 
but five. All the people of the Stale 
ought to staisd on an equal footing.— 
He differed from the gentleman who 
iaid that the state compounded the in- 
terest. 11 was the delinquents them- 
iehes who compounded the interest.— 
In some parts of the Stale the people 
''• 


have paid the full demand for" their i 
lands—in others, they base paid next to 
nothing—and now, those who ha%e paid 
all, rmj^t pay a full share to carrv on

to argue the subject. Every exertion 
had been heretofore made to bring tlm 
bill before the house, but all had failed. 
The gentlemen opposed to the bill ap- 
peared well prepared to enter into its 
merits, yet they were for postponiug 
for the purpose of gaining information. 


Mr. Champneys said, there were two 


modes of defeating a bill—one is by di- 
rect opposition, and the other by delay. 
The latter is often as efficacious as the 
former. 
The principle now contended 


for, was plain, and easily understood. 
It was thib : shall the holders of unpa- 
tented lands pay according to the orL 
ginal contract, or shall they pay as or- 
dered by the law of 1816? 
Shall they 


not have justice? Will the committee 
denyjihem a hearing, lest they afiect 
the Treasury ? 
To suppose such a 


thing, would be insulting the commit- 
tee. 
The State" has no right to pre- 


scribe in a case where she is a party to 
the contract. The amount due is sta- 
ted ; the extent of unparented lands is 
stated ; the effect of a forcible collec- 
tion has been stated—and why are ue 
not prepared to act ? We only want a 
fair hearing. If the bill is again post- 
poned, the people will suffer.

States, s» called, Maryland, Virginia, 
n'orth Carolina, South Carolina,' Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, and Louisiana, have 
m that period, only doubled, and from 
nearly half, are reduced lo' less than 
one third of the whole population.

Dear Sir : 1 have received your 


speech on the resolution amendatory of 
the Constitution, and thank you for 
sending it to me. I have read it with 
great attention, and think the argument 
against the re-eligibility of the Presi- 
dent, very-strong. Public opinion is, I 
believe, taking a decided direclion to- 
wards this point ; and, I am disposed to 
think, in its favor. 
Some difference 


may exist respecting the time for 
which ihe Chief Magistrate ought to be 
elected — more, perhaps, than on the 
proprietv of his being1 re-eligible. 


The question is one of great interest 


and delicacy ; and is not without difii- 
culty. We may perceive the iiiconve- 
nience of the present arrangement 
irmch more clearly than those which 
may result from any new and untried 
system. In a great and powerful Re- 
public, nothing is more difficult than 
the disposition of the Executive power. 
Ye:, though not very fond of experi- 
ments. I should be disposed to try the 
effect of confining the Chief Magistrate 
to a single lerm.

The bill will lead to a discussion, 


and iti.s very probable that it will riot 
be finally acted on at the present session.

Frauds on the. Jteuenuc.—The Report 


of the Secretary of War, communica- 
ted to Congress, on the subject of the 
fraudulent attempts on our revenue 
calls fora few observations. 


The report, after stating the cause; 


which had required the presence of a 
military force on the North-Eastern 
frontier, thus continues 


"Besides 
these 
inducements for 


strengthening our inland frontier, ano- 
ther important one was found in the 
expediency of affording timely and 
cientuid to our revenue officers, in de- 
feating the purposes, boldly avowed by 
high authority and not yet abandoned, 
of introducing foreign goods into the 
United States, either by stratagem or 
force, without the payment of duties 
and this precaution was more particu- 
larly necessary along the Niagara fron- 
tier, where we had no troops, & where 
itis notorious that large quantities of 
foreign goods are now collected with 
this obvious design." 


In consequence of this statement, a 


resolution was offered by Mr. VKK- 


in the House of Representa- 


tives on the 18th ult. couched in the 
following- terms; 


That the President be re- 


quested to communicate to the House, 
if it be not in his judgment incompati- 
ble with the public interest, the infor- 
mation in relation to the intended 
frauds upon the revenue which has ren- 
dered necessary the stationing addi- 
tional troops on the Niagara; and also 
any other evidence in possession of the 
Government, which may make the em- 
ployment of a regular armed force ne- 
cessary for the enforcement of the rev- 
enue laws. 


The adoption of this resolution has 


drawn from the Secretary of War addi- 
tional information,.which places it be- 
yond a doubt, that a digested and con- 
certed plan of operations has been com- 
menced along our Niagara frontier— 
the design of which is to introduce ex- 
tensively into this country foreign 
goods, without the payment of the du- 
ties prescribed by the law of the last 
session. It appears that "mercantile 
establishments," wearing a suspicious 
character from their magnitude far be- 
yond what can possibly be required for 
the consumption of that region of 
country, have been erected along the 
British shore of the Niagara, and that 
their stores and ware-houses are filled 
with goods far exceeding in quantity 
the capacity of the neighborhood to 
purchase, or its wants to consume.— 
When this fact is considered, in con- 
nexion with the menace implied in the 
language of Mr. Huskisson and others, 
when they suggested, on the floor of 
Parliament, that the Canada trade is 
"the most ready and practicable means 
of introducing their manufactures, and 
evading the provisions of the law ;" and 
further, in connexion with the invita- 
tions held out by the Editor of the New 
York Evening Post, and other Editors 
of a similar tinge of feeling, to specula- 
tive and pliant adventurers to make ex- 
periments upon the virtue and sagacity 
of our revenue officers, and combine 
for the purpose of public robbery ; ifc 
can scarcely be subject for surprise 
that the vigilance of our government 
should be roused, and certainly cannot 
be cause of complaint that it .should be 
accompanied with active measures, 
precautionary in their character. 


But if all this concurrent testimony 


should be still regarded as too loose 
and general to call for a movement of 
troops, that objection cannot apply lo 
the closing paragraph of the report, 
which contains the following direct and 
explicit declaration: 


"I now add, for the information of 


the H. of Representatives, that there is 
positive and direct evidence in posses- 
sion of the Treasury Department, that 
projects have been formed for defraud- 
ing the revenue upon a large scale, a- 
long- the Canadian frontier., and that 
some of thorn arc probably, by this 
time, in a train of execution." 


While Congress insists, and with 


strict propriety, that in the public dis- 
bursements the system should be as ri- 
gid and inevitable as in the compting- 
house of a merchan», and that the saine 
accountability should be as successfully 
enforced, they will scarcely require lhat 
the same system shall not also be en- 
forced to prevent the plans and purpo- 
ses of those who may \3esign to injure 
the revenue by fraudulent and illegal 
courses.

Law of Marriage Settlement.—This 


interesting subject, though frequently 
brought into examination in the Eng- 
lish courts, is vet-} rarely presented for 
discussion in our own. It was, how- 
ever, particularly investigated in a suit 
tried before Judge Irving, on Saturday 
hast. 


The facts of the case were, that F., 


possessed of a moderate independence, 
inherited from her father, contracted 
and duly solemnized a marriage with 
B.; by whom the lady's portion was 
bestowed in thepurchaseof a house and 
furniture. A considerable time after- 
ward?, and on the receipt, from her 
father's estate, of the final share of the 
.vife, B. settled all the property pur- 
chased with F's fortune, upon her— 
and for that purpose conveyed the same 
to M. ( the mother of F.) in trust. B. 
subsequently became insolvent; and one 
of his creditors having obtained judg- 
ment, levied upon a part of the furniture 
so conveyed and settled. 
M. brought 


the abo* e action for the trespass com- 
mitted by the levy; and the defendant 
sought to defeat the settlement made 
by B. on the ground of fraud. 


It appeared by the testimony, that 


B. was free from debt at the time of 
the settlement; that the property had 
been purchased with the money of F.; 
and that it was made with the usual 
view to her individual protection a- 
gainst her husband's liabilities. 
The 


defendant showed thatF. and B. and M. 
were in the habit of living in one fami- 
ly, and that they indiscriminately used 
the property included in the settle- 
ment. 


The jury were instructed as to the 


law, that settlements (though usually 
made before marriage, and in such in- 
tances unimpeachable,if done in prop- 
r form) are yet valid when executed 
subsequently—provided they be done 
while the husband is out of debt, and 
not with any immediate view to escape 
ust responsibilities. The purpose of 
such settlements is fair and equitable ; 
'tis to protect the wife against casual- 
ty ; and as the giving of credit always 
>re-supposes information as to the 
debtor's circumstances, and is at all 
events done at the risk of the party— 
he later has no right to complain of 
njustice as to the protecting operation 
>f the law on the wife's behalf. As to 
he use made by the husband of the fur 
niture assigned over to M. it was to be 
deemed only incidental, because una- 


oidable ;—if the wife is ever to real- 


ize the benefit intended her, he, by con- 
sequence, partakes—though not legal- 
ly designed to receive any advantage. 
The jury accordingly brought in a ver- 
dict for the plaintiff-—that is, in favor 
of the wife's trustee against the hus- 
band's creditors.
